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EXAMINER'S COMMENTS 

Interview Summary 

1 . A telephonic interview was held with Applicant's Representative, Daryl Basham, 
on 6 July 2007 at 2:00pm. The Interview Summary is attached. The interview assisted 
the Examiner in understanding the scope of the claimed invention and the claims, as 
amended. As a result of the interview, the Examiner has reconsidered the previous 
rejections under 35 USC 112, first paragraph, and 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph. 
Accordingly the rejections are withdrawn. 

Claim Objections/Rejections - Withdrawn 

2. The rejection of claim 7 under 35 USC 1 12, first paragraph, as failing to comply 

with the written description requirement, in the Office Action of 10/31/2006, is 
withdrawn. 

3. The rejection of claims 7 and 16-28 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, in the 
Office Action of 10/31/2006, is withdrawn. 

4. The rejection of claims 7 and 16-28 under 35 USC 103(a), as being unpatentable 
over Hoppe et al., (US Patent 6,190,886) in view of Maraskovsky et al., (US Patent 
6,017,527), in the Office Action of 10/31/2006, is withdrawn. 

5. The rejection of claims 7, 16-21, 23, and 27-28 under 35 USC 1 12, first 
paragraph, scope of enablement, in the Office Action of 4/17/2007, is withdrawn. 

6. The rejection of claims 7, 25, and 26 under 35 USC 1 12, second paragraph, in the 
Office Action of 4/1 7/2007, is withdrawn. 

7. The objection over claims 7, 25, and 26, is withdrawn in light of the Examiner's 
Amendment, attached.
